5. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, and 22-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's admitted prior art for the same reasons as set forth in Section 8 of the last office 
action, paper number 10, dated 6/18/01. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 10/17/01 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument on pages 32-34 of the Remarks that the references fail 
to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., dividing an original image space before the padding process) are not recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181,26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
